""I know that the Supreme Court 


of the U. S. in passing on the Selec- 
tive Service Law in the case of Ar- 
t-er vs. U. S. refers to the discharge 
of military service as: "The exac- 
tion by government from the citizen 
of .the performance of his supreme 
and noble duty of contributing to 
the defense of the rights and' honor 
of the nation.' • 


"I have no quarrel with the state- 


ment of this principle, by the court, 
but I insist that the relation is re- 
ciprocal and that the government in 
turn owes the citizen a like supreme 
and noble duty of seeing to' it that he 
is not beggared while he risks his

The Unemployment Confab 


Big Business Interests Have Evolved New Theory to. Account 


for Millions of Jobless in America. 


P 


RESIDENT HARDING made it plain to the unemployment 


conference that he was unalterably opposed to the federal 


government doing anything that would COST MONEY to relieve 
the unemployment situation. The big business interests have 
evolved a new theory to account for unemployment. They say 
U Is due to the excess profits tax and excessive income taxes on 
the "swollen fortunes." 
How this works out they do not at- 


tempt to explain, but they keep saying that industry is checked 
by the excess profits tax, and the newspapers controlled by 
(rusts and monopolies keep echoing it. 


Thus they hope to make the people believe it. Reactionary 


members of our legislature met every proj»osal to establish in- 
come surtaxes with the objection that such taxes would kill busi- 
ness.- It was pointed out by the progressives that corporation 
income taxes are always paid out of corporation profits. So, if 
It were true, as asserted by the stalwarts, that many manufac- 
turers were running without ANY PROFITS, all such manu- 
facturers would have NO INCOME TAX AT ALL to pay. 


If the federal ffoverninent were to institute extensive pro- 


grams of public work, those who are supporting the president's 
view assert that this would increase taxes, as of course it would, 
;ind so long as Ihe excess profits tax is unrcpealed, and so long 
as income taxes on millionaire fortunes are unrepealed, there 
must be no more additional taxes. 


So the unemployment conference is not likely to produce 


anything but talk, and considerable "Let-George-do-it" advice. 
Let the states and municipalities take care of the unemployed. 
This is lhe principle note from the conference. 


Another piece of jiood advice from the conference is: 
"Take stock regularly of the number of unemployed." But 


il docs little good to merely keep counting the men out of work. 


The federal labor department recently counted up the un- 


employed and said there were 5,735,000. The department of 
commerce counted them about the same time and said there 
were only 3,.)00,000. 


The only remedy for unemployment is E.MPLOYMENT 


And manufacturers will not employ men unless they can sell the 
.products of their labor at a profit. 


The one thing, and about the only thing, that the federa 


j.;nverninent could do to immediately relieve the unemployment 
••.iiuaiion, would be to start extensive road building, and other 
oiiblic work. And this was the one thing which President Hard- 
ing said must not be done.

rp HERE has been organized with headquarters in New York 
•*• 
City a committee for the promotion of a free press in 


America. The movement was started, says J. A. H. Hopkins, 
chairman, when the decision of the District of Columbia Court 
held that Postmaster General Burleson was within his rights in 
removing second class mailing privileges frcm tha New York 
Call. The decision of the Washington court involved the rights 
of newspapers everywhere, and gave to the present postmaster 
general, and all his successors power to exclude frcm the mails 
any publications which offended them. 


"If the decision holds" said Mr. Hopkins, "the life of any 


newspaper in the United States is subject to the' action of the 
postmaster general, 
V.'hile it is true that the present postoffice 


department has shown a fair mindedness find liberal attitude, 
nevertheless there is always the potential danger that for per- 
sonal or political reason those in charge of our postoffice may 
exercise autocratic power. 


"The first -amendment to the constitution states dearly 


enough the scope of freedom of the press, and in the opinion 
of the newspaper men the recent decision of the District of 
Columbia Court is in violation of this amendment. 


'•'On the committee are a number of newspaper representa- 


tives whose policies are totally opposed to the New York Call. 
They are serving because they believe that the rights of free 
press In this country are more important than any political 
differences." 


Among members of the organization committee are Frank 


I. Cobb of the New York World, Robert Morss Lovett, of the 
New Republic, Hamilton Holt, formerly of the New York Inde- 
pendent, and Norman Hapgood of the International News. An 
editorial In the Baltimore Sun was one of the prime causes which 
led to the formation of this committee, which will immediately 
commence a nation-wide campaign to enlist newspaper pro- 
prietors of all kinds of opinion in the movement.
